Chinese Version of the Cause of 
the Recent Massacres. 


=| WORK OF NATIVE CONVERTS. 


The Missionaries Imposed Upon by 
Disreputable Interpreters Who 
Pose as Ohristians. 


CHICAGO, Til, Aug. .- Sam Moy, a 
prominent Chinese merchant of Chicago, 
says that a Chinese paper he just received 
gives the Chinese versions of the cause of 
the attacksupon the English and American 
missionaries. 

According to this Chinese paper the at- 
tack developed a serious state of affairs. 
It was found that the basements of the mis- 
sidnary houses were closely guarded by the 
disreputable hangers-on of the missions. No 


nt Chinamen will have anything to do 
wit® a mission. The missionaries cannot 
talk the language. The Chinese in the in- 
terior who can talk “pigeon” or any for- 
eign language are almost always young 
men who have run away to avoid punisb- 
ment for petty crimes or to shirk the su 
port of their families, going to some treaty 
ort tfistead of to the mountains, as the 
ugitives from justice for more serious 
crimes do. In time the petty crime is for- 
gottem or compounded and the fellow comes 
back, but is regarded as a social outlaw 
and does not find or want to find anything 
to do in the way of work, more than enough 
to him alive. The advent of thé mis- 
sionary opens a new field for the unscrupu- 
lous linguist. The missionary has to have 
an interpreter. The outcast is ready to 
act and also to become a convert—anything 
for an easy life. He becomes a member of 
the missionary staff and household. The 
missionary wants comverts; the hanger-on 
wants some luxuries. here are only two 
ways to get converts in China. One is 
to hire them; then you have converts just 
as long as they are paid; the other is by 
buying or kidnapping children and keeping 
and teaching them. Hiring converts and 
buying children are expensive, but the bet- 
ter classes of missionaries, well supplied 
with money, who understand the mese 
usages, hire and buy and show ults, 
Good missionaries don’t allow any kidnap- 
ping, but most of the missionaries, while 

people themselves, don’t know how bad 
their native staff is. itis the native staff 
under the lead of the tough interpreter 
which does the kidnapping, and the 
sionaries are > 
This is the way it is done: One of the 
interpfeters sees a child, a girl 10 or 12 
years. old, and finds out she is not well 
watched and cared for, that her parents 
are poor or careless people not ely to 
make much of a fuss at her di rance. 
He inveigies the child to a visit to the mis- 
sion and often force is used. The mis- 
sionary sees the child and is told some fairy 
tale by the wnecrupulous interpreter, that 
the child wishes to become a Christian, 
that she wants to live at the mission and 
be instructed, or some other invention 
which seems plausible to the ignorance and 
zeal of the missionary, and something is 
added to show the importance of guarding 
the new candidate from recapture by the 
heathen relatives, who, the missionary is 
assured, would do so to prevent the per- 
version of the child’s faith. 
As the missionary cannot talk to the child 
he trusts his interpreter, who can, and the 
child—well, the less the original is followed 
here the better. The interpreter practically 
— the girl. She is his slave for the time 
eing and he plays the missionary to — 
her safely out of sight until he can sell 
her. and get the money for her. Then the 
missionary is fooled again and the process 
is repeated as oo my as possible. 

It is a great industry for the unscrupulous 
interpreters, who live better, have more 
pleasure and make more money with less 
work under the 3 of the mission 
than most of the good people of their 
town. 

The burning of the missions freed some of 
the girl captives, who told the stories of 
the kidnapping, confinement and the indig- 
nities to which they were subjected. The 
stories spread and aroused the ferocity of all 
good people. This started the great riot 
and the mob attacked the missionaries and 
interpreters indiscriminately. 

The best ple did not accuse the mis- 
sionaries of any intentional wrong and 
would not have harmed them, intending 
only to send them away, so they could no 
longer be induced by the wicked interpreters 
to help them in yon ge | defenseless 
young ris. _All agre t was right 
to Kill the hangers-on guilty of the kid- 
napping because it is the law and custom 
that any one may do so in China.

LAW EVADED. 


Contractors Work Men by the Hour, 
Not by the Day. 


The same old complaint comes that men 
employed by public sewer contractors are 
working men more than eight hours a 
day in alleged violation of ordinance 16,514. 
The ordinance reads that employes of con- 
tractors on public work “shall not be re- 


quired’ to work more than eight hours a 
day. Sewer Commissioner Colby says that 
every contractor works his men by the hour 
and not by the day, so that the ordinance 
(even if constitutional, which is doubtful), 
is not being violated. If a man wants to 
work eight hours at 17% cents per hour or 
$1.40 a day, he can quit at the expiration of 
that time, but if he wants to work ten 
hours he gets $1.75.

than all the divisions of the Cireuit Court 
put together. The met cost of the 
Court to the city for the last fiscal 
after deducting $3,386.95. paid into the treas- 
ury by the Clerk for tees collected, was 
$56,346.08, to which must be added thé Crim- 
inal Court’s proportion of the expenses of 
the Jury Commtssioner's office, amounting 
in the aggregate to $6,717.99. What that pro- 
portion is cannot be ascertained, as the 
jury list for all the courts except the Court 
of Criminal Correction are made together. 
These costs do not include the ot main- 
taining prisoners while in jail, which would 
make the total very much largef. 

But the records show that the cost of the 


Criminal Court to the city is made ms

If a prisoner is convicted of a felony and 
sentenced to the er the State 
has to pay the costs. If a case is nolle 
prossed, continued generally, acquitted, or 
convicted of a grade of 12 punishable 
by a Work-house sentence, the city has to 
pay the cost. 

Of course it is easier for the Prosecuting 
Attorney to accept a plea of gulity to a 
minor offense. It saves the time and trou- 
ble of a trial, but the eity has to pay the 
freight. It is a wrong to the city and tax- 
payers in several ways. It not only sad- 
dies the cost on the city, but the cost of 
maintaining the prisoner while serving 
his sentence; it fills the already over- 
crowded Work-house with prisoners who 
ought to be in the penitentiary; the law is 
shorn of its terrors by this leniency, and 
crime is encouraged. The consequence is 
that a gang of hoodlums infest the city 
secure of escaping with a few months in 
the Work-house; it keeps them in St. Louis, 
whereas if the law was enforced some 
would spend a good term in the peniten- 
tiary, and would be apt to make their head- 
quarters elsewhere when at liberty. 

The record shows case after case where 
prisoners charged with burglary, first de- 
gree robbery, forgery, assault to kill and 
other penitentiary offenses are allowed to 
plead guilty to petit larceny, to obtaining 
sums less than $30, when it is clear they ob- 
tained more if anything, or of plain assault, 
and take terms of from three to six months 
in the workhouse, instead of getting from 
two to five years in the penitentiary. It 
is safe to say there would be little difficulty 
in convicting 90 per cent of Such cases, 
because as long as there was half a chance 
of escape no lawyer would advise his cli- 
ent to plead gullty to any o_o of offense. 

A greater loss to the city even than this 
is in the cases nolle prossed. In these the 
cases of election frauds are conspicuous, 


cases the cost bills are very high, averaging 
$45 a case for the terms just ended. he 
cloud of witnesses afford proof of one of 
two things; either that conviction would 
have followed trial, or else there never was 
a case, and the Prosecuting, Attorney ought 
to have known it, as he is presumed to 
know what the State witnesseg will swear 
to. In many cases the court allows itself 
to be imposed on. Such cases for instance 
as a bigamy case, where the cost amounted 
to $99.95 and the wronged wife refused to 
prosecute. It frequently happens that the 
prosecuting witness makes some kind of 
terms with the accused, refuses to prosecute 
and the costs fall on the city, 

The extent to which the city suffers is 
shown by the cost bills audited this month 
for the May term; of 68 cases 2 were al- 
lowed to plead to minor offenses and take 
workhouse sentences; 3 cases were nollie 
prossed; five ignored by grand jury; five 
convicted of workhouse grade of offense or 
acquitted by a jury. 

Of these only the 10 cases named were a 
proper and demonstrated charge on the 
city and the amount of the cost bills was 
$499.65. The cost bills of the casés nolle 
pressed were $1,024.35, and of pleas of guilty 
to minor offenses $799.20. Following is the 
record for the term when the city had to 
pay the costs: :

WHAT STREET CAR MONOPOLY MEARS. 


A local street car manager, discussing 
the advantages of the proposed consoll- 
dation, admits that it will be a monopoly, 
but declares that it will not be a grinding 
one. It is interesting to note what kind 
of monopoly is thought not to be grinding 
by a corporation manager. He remarks 
that the fare cannot be advanced nor the 

transfer system abolished, and adds: 

The monopoly will, if it is found that some 
of the roads are not paying, apply the trim- 
ming ax. If, for instance, cars on a par- 
ticular line are running five minutes apart, 
some of the cars will be taken off and the 
time stretched to, say, seven minutes. Par- 
allel lines, which cannot maintain their 
ends, will Gon receive a pruning. Passen- 
gers can then take their choice and wait 

longer on a corner or walk a few blocks 
and embark on a faster line. In either case 
the nickel will find its way into the same 
treasury. 

The whole plan of the monopoly is 
clearly suggested in this paragraph. 
Competition having been shut off, the ob- 
ject of the monopoly will be to get all 
the earnings which are now made by 
competing lines with the least service. 
One line would be made to do the work of 
two and branch lines which competition 
compels the companies to run without 
present profit would be cut off and the 
people would have to whistle for accom- 
modations. 

The value of the street car property in 
this city has vastly increased within a 
few years past. Travel has increased 
100 per cent, while the population has 
increased only 30 per cent. The object 
of consolidation is to absorb the present 
and future value of the street car fran- 
chises in a vast capitalization and under 
a grinding monopoly earn dividends on 
it by giving the people the least possible 
service for their money. 

A NUGGET. 

The reiterated statement that from 1793 
to 1878 only eight million standard dollars 
had been coined by the United States 
mint is made to convey the false idea 
that standard silver coin did not exist 
and never had been used as money in the 
United States. 7 

The fact is that nearly all the coin in 
use was silver. 

Previous to 1793 the United States had 
no coin. The act of Congress establish- 
ing the mint and standard of coins made 
our standard dollars the same as the 
Spanish and Mexican dollars, which were 
then the standard coin of Asia, Europe 
and America and all civilized nations. 
As there was a supply of standard silver 
coin in existence there was no necessity 
for our mint to coin more. 


A DISGRACEFUL IMPORTATION. 


The surprise of the bull-ring at Gillette, 
Colo., was not that the Sheriff arrested 
the manager, but that the spectators 
who were inveigled into the amphitheater 
under a promise of enjoying sport did 
not mob all hands connected with the 
enterprise.

ARE BLOOMERS “JUST THE THING!”’ 


It has been judicially determined by 
Judge Wilson of Little Rock that bloom- 
ers are “just the thing.” He says it 
must be accepted as a settled fact that 
women will use bicycles, and that they 
should be permitted without criticism to 
provide themselves with a costume that 
is at once comfortable and’appropriate. 
This he holds bloomers to be. 

After this authoritative decision, it 
will be useless to attempt to prevent the 
use of bloomers by invoking the aid of 
the law. They are not only not con- 
demned by the law, but are affirmatively 
declared comfortable and appropriate. 
This decision will tend to discourage the 
use of bloomers. For it is one of the 
delightful characteristics of woman that 
what she is forbidden to do is precisely 
what has most attractions for her. Had 
Judge Wilson upheld the arrest of Mrs. 
Noe in Little Rock by imposing a fine 
and prohibiting bloomers, skirts would 
have been in danger of vanishing from 
the capital city of Arkansas. Now that 
bloomers are approved by man, sitting 
judicially upon them, they will lose one 
of their chief attractions. 

The truth is that criticism of bloomers 
on the ground that they are immodest 
is absurd. They are as little immodest 
as any dress that woman has worn in 
many years. The attack upon them 
should be made from the esthetic side and 
not on the ground of impropriety.. The 
real objection to bloomers is that the 
great majority of women look hideous 
inthem. They are the most disillusioning 
dress that women ever put on. If they 
should come to be generally worn, court- 
ship would lose its charm and marriages 
would be even fewer than now. 

Woman will not be slow to discover 
this if left to herself. Her inherent good 
taste will limit the use of bloomers, with- 
out any attempt on the part of man to

ROUGH ON ROMERO. 


Severe Sentence tor the Mexican Duel 
ist Who Killed Verastigui. 


MEXICO CITY, Mex., Aug. 26.—Col. Fran- 
cisco Romero, who killed Jose Verastigul 
in a duel, has received his sentence. Ver- 
astigui was Chief of the Government Stamp 


Department. The sentence is imprisonment 
for three years and four months and a fine 
of $1,800, or an additional imprisonment of 
100 days if the fine is not paid; to Senora 
Verastigui, the widow, or her family, he 
must pay $4,500 a year for eighteen years; 
he is also to pay the funeral expense of 
and incidental expenses amounting to $418. 
The seconds and physicians were honorably 
acquitted. 

The duel occurred a year ago, and feel- 
ing has been so bitter against Romero ever 
since that the verdict is considered a per- 
fectly just one by the general public. Some 
sentences in Mexican courts in dueling cases 
have been severe, but that imposed on Ro- 
mero is the severest yet, and it is a heavy 
blow at the 12— of settling disputes 
dn the field of honor in Mexico.

He Left a Note Saying “I Will Never 
Ask You te Take Me Anywhere. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. %.—W. W. Kittell, 
an attache of the War Department, Wash- 
ington, shot and killed himself m his room 
at the Hotel Willey in this city about 9 
o’clock this morning.
